SOCIALISTIC CONVEKTIOIf. 

The Congress a Ridiculous Exiiibition of 
Impotence and Disorganization— Opinion 
of an American Delegate. 

-•' !<3 

LoNiiou, Aug. 1. — The internationu'b 
Soulaliet cpngress, wliich has been in 
icfsion here during ' the past week lias 
furnished what is described as ii ridicu- 
lous exhibition of inipoteiica and in- 
adeijuate organization in the aimpleat 
details necessary for the coiidiicl of a 
successful conuress. The delegates wotild 
in this way have been handicapped in 
any serious attempt to do liiisinesH oven 
had there been no discord. Mr. .Matthew 
Maguire, leader of the .\niericaii section 
of the congress, infuimed the repre- 
iientative of the .-VHsociated Press that 
absolute ignorance of the priiiciples of 
the Socialist movement existed in the 
coniinittees appointed to frame resolu- 
tions. For e.xaiii pie, lie says, the agrarian 
I'oiiiinittee, of wliiidi he was n member, 
instead ot denouncing the accumulation 
nf capital, the committee wanted to de- 
nounce Great Britain's colonial ag- 
gradisenient. The Congress also proved 
wide in the dissiinilarity between the 
foreign and iMiglish speaking delegatRg- 
nolhinj: closer lieiiii; iioseible tlaiii iiiter- 
nalioiinl syiniKithy. Concerted iiietliods 
are out of the ipiestinn. The lOngli.sh 
press and people while eieditint,' the 
Ui)iii,'ress with serious iiileiitioiiH have 
Im'cp. niiicli ainusfd in its helplessness,, 
in face id' internal dissensions. 

At to-day's sitting after a great deal of 
discussion, a ie]iiirl iroiii the economi(5 
and industrial commission was adopted, 
reaffirming the resolntioiis of the Paris 
eongi-ess of 1880, including those in sup- 
port ol eight hours for a day's work, 
the abolition of child labor up to the ago 
of U>, the prohibition o( night work in 
all trades where there is no necessity for 
it, and the abolition of all tariffj 'and 
duties on articles of consiiii) pi ion . The 
(ireek deU'tzates tried to read an aiidress 
of syinpafliy with the t'libaii i nsnri;eiifH, 
hut the delcL'ates declined Id listen, iukI 
llerr Liebknecht sociiilist iiieiiiln^r of 
llie (.iennan reiclistai.'. till! cliairniaii of 
the day, tlien amioiiiKHMl that Paris, 
New York, and a Ciermaii citv had been 
Biiggested as Ihe meeting place of tlie 
congress in LsOO- The congress decided 
to go to a (.ierniaii city, hut the particu- 
lar spot was not decided upon, and the 
session ended with the singing of " Auld 
Lang Syne," the " Slarseillaiee," the 
"Carmagnole," and with three cheers 
for the social revolution.

The steamer Danube, Ciiptaiu Meyer, 
which left Victoria for Naas and other 
way porta on Friday evening, first called 
at Britannia, the Aiiglo-Britieh Com- 
pany'a cannery on tlio Fraaer river, to 
obtain Biippiios of tin, etc. , required at 
tiie conij)iuiy's cannery at Jiivera Inlet. 
As the Danube passed inward, about 8 
o'clock 11. m., ft large fleet of salmon fish- 
ing boats was noticed mailing its way up 
the Fraser from the fishing grounds at 
the mouth of the river. The tug Jvil- 
donan was also passed having; in tow two 
scows laden with siiluion from the fish 
traps near I'oint Roberta. Tim catch in 
the boats was estimated at an average ot 
50 salnion — soukeyes. The Kildonan'a 
Bbows liad about 5,000 listi. The incom- 
ing fishing l)oats bad a stiti' inill agaiuHt 
the stream and ebb tide. The fishing 
fleet is a nu.xed lot, being manned by 
Siwashes, Japanese, Chinese and whites, 
who are receiving at present 26 cents 
fo: each salmon delivered at the can- 
neries. 

Tlie Danube arrived from tiio Fraser 
river at Vancouver about noon on Satur- 
day. At Vancouver considerable freieht 
waa loaded for northern ports, and a 
number of passengers came on board. 
Mr. Munn, of Victoria, who was a pas- 
senger en route to his cannery on the 
Skeena, was well pleased with the pros 
pects Nortli tliis season, on account of 
the abundant sujjply there and tlie price 
— seven cents per salmon on the .Skeena, 
against the small catch on the Fraser at 
twenty-five cents per fish. The Danube 
is in excellent trim — " Snug and taut," 
and is considered, under the careful and 
able aeaaianship of Captain -Meyer, one 
of the safest vessels afloat on the Pacific 
Coast. 

Among the passengers l)y the 
Danube for the North were Captain C. 
W. Black and Mr. L. B. liandin, gov- 
ernment land surveyor. The former is 
manager of the Omenica Consolidated 
Hydraulic Mining Co. He takes along 
with him fifteen men and will engage as 
many more when he reaches the mining 
locations of the company, which are 
situated on the head waters of Peace 
river before it reaches the confluence of 
the I'^indlay river. The company is in- 
corporated with a capital ot $100,000, 
and is supported by some of the busi- 
ness men in N'iutoria, and also a few 
in the United States. The cajjital, al- 
though not as large as that, of some min- 
ing companies, is sold at par. Captain 
Black visited the Omenica mines in 
March last, lie spent considerable time 
in the district, making surveys and 
prospecting, and l)roiiglit l);ick with him 
some tine specimens ol gold dust and 
nuggets; also native copper, silver and 
galena. The galeim assayed ninety ounces 
of silver to the ton. Captain Black's 
route will be via Port Essington, up the 
Skeena as -far., as Hazelton, thence by 
trail, making a total distance of about 
900 miles from Victoria. He bringj 
along with biui a letter of introduction 
to the Hudson Bay Coinpauy's agents 
for such supplies iiud traiiafiort an he 
may require. Captain Black lias tra- 
velled extensively from Labrador to the 
North west aiul along the Pacilic as far 
south as the Mexican boundary. He 
has had many exaninles of the powerful 
assistance rendereti Ijy the Hudson Bay 
Company's otlicers in the outlying posts 
beyond civilization. Mr. L. B. Ham- 
lin's mission is understootl to be in con- 
nection with the new colony at Bella 
Coola — to see to the building of a wharf 
there, and to report on the road con- 
struction, the state of the bridges, the 
condition of the crops and the general 
progress of the colony.

The Dominion steamer l^uadra return- 
ed yesterday afternoon from a cruise in 
Uuiteii Stales waters as far as .Xnacor- 
tes. Here one of the mi."aing l<"raser 
river buoys was received on b(janl. The 
missing Rosea lelt reef buoy was also 
found, it having anchored itself about 
one mile north ward of Barnes' island, in 
20 fathomsof water. During the cruise, 
wbi(;h extended Northward as far as 
English Bay, the weather experienced 
was very smoky, especially near Burrard 
Inlet, wlu'r(> the smoke was exceedingly 
dense. Captiiin Walbran rejinrts an im- 
mense nnmlici- ot lisliing l)oat.4 engaged 
oil the I'Vaser. the (iulfol (ieorgia being 
completely covered with tlu.'ni lor miles.

The Government doea not ])ropoBe to 
buy the Irisli estates at tlie expense of 
the tiixpityer.s of Great JJritain. Tlio 
now law ia intended to be Holf-aiiataiii- 
iiii,'. 'I'lie Ciovcrn iiient borrows the 
iiionuy needed to purcbaso the estates at 
a very low rate of interest— 2>s per cent. 
It sells the land at such a rate that at 
the end of seventy years it will have 
been repaid the money it advanced to 
the tenant, principal and interuat. So 
when the transaetiun ia coniplutud the 
tenant baa the land and no one ia the 
poorer. It is hoped that through the 
operation of the new law the Irish 
tenants will become almost to a man 
proprietors, and that, too, without any 
ext raordinary ellbrt on tlieir i)art.

THE JRLSH LAND lULL. 

The Irish Land Bill, whitOi was car- 
ried throni,'h the lloiiHO of Coniinons 
witii sncli dilliL'tilty, is a nieaBure to en- 
able Irisii tenants to become fieeholders. 
It has other objects, but these are chiefly 
incidental. The Irish tenant has for 
some time- been the pet of British Gov- 
ernments. Laws have been passed for 
his relief and arrangements have been 
made for bis benefit, in wliich the Imi;;- 
lisli and the .Seoteli tenant are not in- 
cluded. 

The purchf He clauses of the new bill 
are most favorable to the tenant. The 
(Government, under certain condilionK, 
advances him the money to purchase the 
freehold of tiie land he occupies. .\8 
soon us lie beconiea the Government's 
debtor 20 per cent, is deducted from his 
yearly rent. Tlie 80 per cent, wbicdi he 
is tb pay thereafter is not ;rent, but an 
instalment of the purchase money of the 
land.^'f .The Government gives the tenant 
smnti/ years in which to pay the money 
it advant'os him. Of con rae it has siifli- 
cieiit eci-iiiity for il.'i money, but tlie new 
bill makes tlie IraiiHaction comparative- 
ly Bimiilc. Tlie jirevioiis I'tirchaHC .\ct 
wiii so elaborate and so hanl to under- 
stand that the tenants were afraid of it, 
and comparatively few availed them- 
selves of its advantaaes. Tlie present 
tjill, besides being very much siinpler 
in its operation and coiisetiiiimtly more 
easily uiidi'rstood, [,'ivea tlie tenant a 
much longer time — twenty-one year.s — 
in which to make his payments. 

The terms on which an Irish tenant 
ciu become a freeholder seem at first 
sight too easy to be practicable. By 
paying much less than what is now rt- 
(Itiired hs rent he in the course of it sjieci- 
tied time becomes the owner of tlu^ land 
be occupies. I'niler the old .-system 
generation afler generation of tenants 
paid their rent more or less punctually, 
and at the end of a century they did not 
own a foot of till' la-'ul for which they 
had jiaid rent. U was still the |)ioprie- 
tor's, to let for as high a rent as he 
<-oiil(l got. The system, as every 
one knows, did not work well. 

The tenants became discontented and 
the disputes between them and the 
landlords became so frequent, so bitter 
and accompanied with such violence that 
the (.iovc^rninent was coinpcdled to inter- 
j)0.se between llieiii in order loailjiist mat- 
ters with some approach to fairness, lint 
in Hpite of all the ell'orlH of govcrnmeii ts to 
bring about an amicable settlement hc- 
tween Irish tenants and Irish landlords 
the disputes continued and were produc- 
tive of very great truubli'. So at last 
the Government made the teiiaiits an 
offer to transform thrm into frcclioliUM s 
on what appeared to otilsidcrs as won- 
derfully easy terms, lint the Irish ten- 
ants, as we have already said, did 
not avail themselves to any 
great extent of the Government's 
ofTer, so it devised a another and a better 
scheme from the tenants' point of view 
and embodied It in the bill whicli the | 
other day was read ti third lime in the j 
House of Commons. It was predicted I 
that the House of Lords would throw : 
out Mr. Balfour's measure but those 
who know enough about the matter to 
enable them to form an inttdligent ojiin- i 
ion upon it say that Lonl Salisbury will ; 
find means to prevail ujion the majority j 
in the House of Jjoriia to pass the bill. 
The bill is not a compulaory measure. 
The landlords are not forced to sell 
neither are the tenants compelled to 
buy. But circumstances in Ireland a: e 
such that many landlords who can get a 
fair price for their estates in ready 
money are glad to sell and it must seem 
to moat people that the tenant who uih 
not purchase his holding oji the terms

PROTECTION Idf GREAT BRITAIN. 

Although the great majority of Eng- 
lish legislators of both parties reject pro- 
tection when it is jiresenteil to tliein 
without disguise they accept without 
scruple wlnit really is protection when 
It conies before Uiem in another shape 
aud is called by another name. A good 
many Englishmen did not look with uii- 
i|Ualifled approval on the importation of 
Canadian cattle into Great Britain. The 
I . animals were of good breeds, healthy 
land in good condition. Tlii'y fattened 
rapidly after they were landed and were 
I soon III for the butcher's knife. They 
j could lie sold com )iariilivi'ly clu-aii, and 
I the quality of the meat was such that it 
i re(iuired an expert to distintfuish it from 
tiome raised and homo fed beef. 
1 When the report Wiis raised that 
jt'iinadian catlle were diseased the 
aut horit ies atded II poll il with wonder- 
ful ))romptiluile, and although it was 
denied that pleuro-pneiuiionia i^.vi.-ted 
in the Dominion-Canadian cattle wini! 
scheduled. This is what the New 'i ork 
Times says about the exclusion of Cana- 
dian cattle from Great Britain and Ire- 
land : 

I'.iil, alllioiigli ostensible protection 
has no longer iiny avowed support in 
lOiiglanil, ihert; is still niuidi miavowed 
;iinl eH'cctive protc'ctioii. ,\o .Viiierican 
lieueves lliat the various excluHions of 
.American cattle and beef from (.ireai 
Itrilain hiis really heen done, as it lias 
lieeii prelended to be done, in the in- 
terest of the public health, any more 
than the former e-xclusion of our salted 
meats from France and Ciermauy, which 
was justified on the same grounds. In 
every case the sanitary pretext wan 
made to cover the real moti\(!, wliitdi 
was the prevention of conijieti lion witii 
the nativ(! product. In iOngland Hit' 
cltisions were sojis to the " landed in- 
terest." 

The latest e.xliibition of the protective 
spirit has been made in auoflicial action 
of I\Ir. Chainherlain's. ft is a very 
amuHing comment upon his own project 
01 a ( ireatiir iiritisli commercial union, 
because it is aimed at a British colony. 
The inijyjrters of Canadian cattle to 
Ireland needetl additional facilities of 
wharfage in Belfast, and the stipjily of 
theao facilities had been refused by the 
British Government. The Canadian 
Government had protested, but, in 
answer to a question, Mr. Chamberlain 
said that the Government would stand 
by its decision. The effect of this de- 
cision will h(! to stop altotrether the im- 
portation of Canadian cattle into Ireland, 
to tlie reliel of the Irish landloiils and 
I he greater expense of the Irish b- ef 
ealers.

tho matter of that with a turn of her 
je-wolcd fa;i, soon becjiniethe idol of th" 
French ine(rii;ioIis. In lier salons all 
shades of i)rililieal oi.inidiis met as ou .a 
neutral ground, and tlu; "entente" v.-as 
never disturbed, so great is her tact anrl 
" sa voir f aire. " Eniile Olivier, \.\v D ie 
do Crramniout, Berin^r, Kunher, Moruy, 
Prince Bonaparte, otherwise "Plon- 
phin, " togetlier with diplouiats, minis- 
ters and great politicians paid their 
court to tho lady of tlie hous(> witliout 
in tho least bit treading on each other's 
toes. Ir, is to lier that is due thc^ perfect 
understaiuliiig and alliam-e between 
France, and Russia, and the French na- 
tion liave never foi-got,t<'n that it is she 
who iu 1870 facilitated M. Thiers' sad 
mission to St. Petersburg when the ])oor 
little statesman was traveling all over 
Europo in order to obtain tlie interven- 
tion of the great powers in behalf of his 
Btrickon country. To bo sure, even with 
tho help of tho princess, ho only suc- 
ceeded partly in thLs mission to tho land 
of tho czars, but v.'hereas Ik; had mot 
with nothing but coldness and indifVer- 
enco wherever (dse he went, he was, 
through her kind and powerful inllu- 
encos, enabled to obtain several inter- 
views, not only with tho witty eliancid- 
lor, Princo Gortchakolt, but also with 
tho emperor liims(df. Keali/ing thi^ 
jKiwer which tho princess posses.si'd over 
M, Thiers, Princo GortchakofI recjuested 
her at tho end of tho war to take up her 
permanent residence in Paris, aud over 
sinco then she has lived in her niagiiifi- 
teiit house of the Ru(! do Courcelles, 
and her salou.'i have beeni and will lic^ to 
the end the rendezvouH of all tliat is 
brilliant and important in tho world of 
fashion, politics or intolligonoo. 

Her dear friend. Princess Matliildc; 
Bonaparte, altliough slio has long passed 
her seventieth year, is also ono of those 
juarkingpersonalitiea who have inoroas- 



ed rather than lessoned their influence 
with every year that they have lived, 
although she rendered her.self rather 
subject to ridicule by man-ying some 
time ago a young mau who might be 
her grandson, yet she is and will reumiii 
one of the most powerful and interest ins; 
women of the ajre. 

In Paris Hide is !;c btnly v,-ho pe,s ^es-^e- 
BO wide-pnad and -j'ot'-nl a social 
ence as tlie celebrated Comtesse di 
I\iurrales, "La Comti.'sse, " as she is call- 
ed, just as wore thrre uo other ladj 
hearing thi.^ title in France or el.sc- 
where. She was one of the most perfect 
beauties of the court of Napoleon HI, 
aud today .she still ii^ so marvelously at- 
tractive, so exquisitely dressed, so iid- 
mirable a hostess and so charming a 
conversationalist that the, scepter of 
chic and fashion has never been torn 
from her slender hand. Another old lady 
who exercised great intlu(>iice in intt-r- 
uatioiial politics was the Grand Duchess 
Alexandrine of Meckleuburg-iSchwerin, 
the youngest sister of old Emperor Wil- 
liam. It would he difficult to find a 
more merry, gi iiial tmd .sunny dame. 
She always attributed her happy tem- 
perament to the fact that she W1U3 born 
very uuexpectcdly during a state ball, 
iu which her mother, the beautiful 
Queen Louise, had been imprudent 
enough to take part earlier in tho even- 
ing. Few people noticed the sudden ab- 
sence of tho queen or dreamt of its cause, 
and it was not until her majesty's grand 
mistress of the robes, old CountosB Vo.ss, 
aviayed in a dressing gown, dashed 
through the rankii of dancers in tho hall 
of ceienioiiies, utterly oblivious of her 
sui-roundiiigs, and infoniied the asloumi- 
ed king thai "it isagirl, your majesty!" 
that anybody realized what had occur- 
r(>d. Tli(^ grand dnclie.ss wielded an im- 
mense amount of inlhieuce not only on 
her brother, the late Lmporor William, 
but also upon her brother-in-law, the 
great Czar Nicholas, upon his son, Alex- 
ander II, and his grimdson, Alexander 
III, lu-r influence upon tlie latter bein^ 
shared by that other extraordinarily clev- 
er old lady, Queen Loui.se of Denmark. 

Few persons are aware that the triple 
alliance, or rather Italy's participation 
therein, is eiitindy dui? to tho influence 
of aiioilier white haired prince.s.s — 
namely, the duelie.sg dowager of Genoa, 
sisti'r- in-law of King Victor Emmanuel, 
and nifither of tt>ueen iMiu-guerit<>. The 
first negotiations between Italy and Ger- 
many wore eoiidncted through tho duch- 
ess and her two brothers, King Albert 
of Saxony and Princi! George, tind it 
was onlj' afferv,-ard that Sigiior Crispi 
and Prince Bismarck stepped iu to con- 
summate a compact which owes its or- 
igin primarily (o the duchess' love for 
her daughter and anxiety to secure for 
her grandson, the Prince of Naples, the 
inlieritiuice and tenure of tho shaky 
Italian throne by means of powerful 
foreign alliances. It was Archdiielu ss 
8opliia, tho mother of ]';:mperor Francis 
.loseph, who colli rolled the destinies ol 
tlio Austro-Hungarian empint during 
tho first 15 or IH years of her son's 
reign, and only after her death did he 
venture to inaugurate that ]iolicy of 
progress aud roforni \vliich has contrib- 
uted so much to tlie ]:rosperity of ils 
people. CJliarriiing and clever woman 
thongli she \\\\^. .-lie was too thoroughly 
impregnated with the tra iitions of the 
past to accept nu ■.lem views, aud inas 
much as not only her son, his govern- 
ment and Austria-Hungarian society 
took its cue from her, it is she who 
must be held in a great measure responsi- 
ble for the defeats which Austria sas 
tained in 1059 and 180C, as well as for 
nmch of ibe domestic unhappiness t-A 
the e;ii]ieror and enqiress. 

The name of J'rincess Metti^rnich, tlr 
great Austrian sfx-iety and fashion lead- 
er, who played so da/,-/.ling a social rol" 
during the ii.iliny <lays <'if the second 
l-'i eiich ( mpire v. beii Austria Hungarian 
enibassadress at Paris, is too well known 
to be recalled In w. even today, allbougli 
saddened by v. niu-,, bend, she is still 
one of the mii-t brilliant luminaries (d 
I'hiroiiean aristocracy, and her social 
7,ow( rs will only liS! (xtinguished by 
death. 

Of another kind wtis Mme. Blavai- 
wky's influence, but none less marked 
for all thtit, and it Wiis rendered all the 
more extraordinary, as in her case there 
Was certainly no cbanii of face and fig- 
ure to assist lier eH'orts to rule ]);ira- 
mount wherever she w-eut. Very ])laiii. 
indi-ed, were tho Kalmuck features 
■.•rowning tho enormous bulk of her ])ei - 
;on, but srill when one heard her talk 
■ be fascinated one to such an exieiil 
bat tliere was no room left in one's 
mind for any kind of criticism. Many 
more influt.'.ntial old hulies might be 
<"iteil here, among v,-|iom ari^ t^ueiti 
Mai ii' of liavai ia tind a score of other 
.seii, I i I bit iiig stars of that descri]il ion , 
for instance. Countess Potcxdia, wheal 
the age of Ta was so marvelously beau- 
tiful aud Ko exceedingly (dever flnit her 
admirers were legion, but spiic,(>does not 
allow of any further descrijit ions,^ those 
given !d)ove being, I trust, suflicieiil, t" 
prove tlie undeniabh; fact that agc^ by 
no means diminishes our power over the 
sterni!r sex, and that there are at the 
jiresent time more than ono Ninon do 
Jjeni-lcs or Mme. de ISIaintenon still in

The Chinese 
stalc'iiiaii is hooked to arrive in Imi}?- 
hui<I "II ;\bindny, and will he e.seorled to 
l.(ird Loiisdiile's ."ploiidid mansion on 
Carlton House Terrace, in this city, 
which hiis been secured by the f,'overii- 
mciit for li is accoiiiiiiodalioii diiritig the 
inoiith which he is expected to sin'iid in 
I'hi^daiid, Lord Loiisddale's eBtahli:)h- 
iiiciit contains a wealth of art 
' Ireuriures which are said to he 
eipial to any house in London, 
and tlierefore capable of adequately ac- 
coniinodalino; the (listinptiiished traveller 
and the sixty per.sons wlio comprise his 
snile. .As l,ni-d l.oiisdale's liveries are 
canary, j^<i)l(i and light blue, " Lord Vel- 
l(i\v-Licket " will probabiy he ^ralilied. 
l,i Hunj; Cliann will be escorted to Carl-, 
toll House Ten-race in the Royal carriaj^u j 
aiiil his suite will be similarly accoiiuno- 
dated. 

On Wi'diiesday he will st irt on a visit 
to the (lueeii at Oshnine. One of the 
royal yachts will await liim at Ports- 
mouth. On leiiviiur, the traveller will 
pass through the .'^oleiit at the .heiijht of 
the yachting; season, and enjoy the siirht 
of iihoiii lis larKoand attractive a lleet of 
pleasure craft as ever studded those 
waters. Upon his arrival at Trinitv 
Wliarf, Cowes isle, of Wifrht, Li Hiin'c 
Chaiiu will he received hy the I'ritn'O of 
Wales, and the latter will escort him to 
Osliorne. On tlie following day, Thurs- 
day, the dietingniahwl Ohinunian will 
review the fleet of si.xtv battleships and 
eriiisers at Spithead. Vanity Kair warns 
its readera atrainsl the ineinhers of l.i 
Iliing Chaiiii's suite, ':ayini^ the hulk oi 
them are of (|iiite a low class, who woulii 
not dare venture into an Kn^ilish or 
-A iiieru-an iiiercliant'a jii ivatu reception 
ruoiii at ,^haii:jliai. 

The iiews|iiipers, for ,«ome time past, 
have conlaineil a mass of matrer con- 
cerning the visiting Chinamen. It is said 
the Chinese viceroy, when inviteil to 
dinner, insists upon diniiiufrom hisown 
eiiiaine l)efure troiiig to the table of his 
liosts, and only makes a pretence of eat- 
iiifZ wlu!n at bani|ueta t,'iven liirn. Alter 
the iliiiiier given \)y Prince Riauiarck at 
Freidt^ricUanihe the tiernian statesman 
expressed astonishment, it is said, at 
the fact that Li Elunef Oliang did not 
taste of the dishes placed laefore him, 
whereupon the traveller is rep irtiMl to 
have said : " it is not at my age that one 
changes hie habits. If I dined with you 
I should he forc^ed to naitake of fare 
which 1 did not like, hence I i)refer to 
abstain from eating, rather than he 
asUed to make a face at everything not 
to UH' taste." Prince Hismarck is re- 
ported to have thereui)oii reniarkeii; 
" Ilow do you know yon woiil<l not like 
our good (^ierinan cui.sine; yon have 
never tried it'.'" "That is true," thi'

(.lerman statesman. 

Li Hung Chang takes his meals alone, 
and drinks only cold or warm tea. He 
never eats between meals, and fakes 
only two meals a day, one at noon ami 
the other at seven o'fkjck. lie smokes 
ouiuiii in a Bilver-inoiinl<Ml pipe, which 
is sjieeially eared for. by one of ids ser- 
vants, and during im'als he lakes a loill' 
or two. He is said t(j dislike lice, and 
ha? about t wo ilozen dishes, inclniling 
meat, puultry, lish, vegetables and des- 
sert of vari(]ns Cliiiu sc desci i |il ions, 
served to him at each repast. On the 
other hand, it is 8nid, memljers of tbi- 
Chinese statesman's suite soon liecoioe 
accustomed to foreign cookery, ami 
drink wine and even beer with their 
meals.

The Outlook Is Very Rosy— The Country Is 
Rich— There Wiir Be a Large Influx 
of Population. 

(From the Mail-Empire.) 
Gold mining at the present time is at- 
tracting a great deal of public attention. 
Several inliuences tend to this end. Dur- 
ing recent years the fall in the jirice oi 
the other precious metais and the de- 
monetization of silver by a number of 
countries have caused an appreciation in 
the value of gold, and as a consequence 
the "yellow metal " is sought for eagerly 
everywhere. Another factor that ha's 
assisted in calling attention to gold min- 
ing is the success and fabulous wealth 
that has crowned the work of 
1 I the miner in several new fields, notably 
^ I in Australia and South Africa. It useii 
!; j to be an old saying that it cost a gold 
'.^'dollar to mine a gold dollar, hut this 
Z I saying is no longer true if applied to 
some of the new gold fields. 

The diiliculties in the way of a proper 
water supjily in .Auatialia and the poli- 
tical troubles in the Transvaal have 
caused prospectors and iuveators to look 
elsewhere for new and profitable fields 
for investment and operation. It 
is a matter of much interest to 
CJanadians to know that in British 
C'oliinibia, and in the Rainy River 
districts, rich discoveries of goiii nave 
been made that promise to equal, if not 
exceed, those of Africa and Australia, 
and that the outside world, especially 
the liritish investor, is becoming aware 
of this fact. 

It is a historical tniigiii that the 
country that ia rich in mineral resources 
starts in the race for national greatness 
with the odds largely in its favor. Can- 
ada is fortunate in having this wealth 
awaiting development. The reason that 
so little attention has been given to it in 
still before them which are locikcd Tipmi I t'lo.past by Canadians is that for years 
as certai.. to meet with considerable '''"-'I'gies wore devoted to other 



IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 

Prorogation to Take Place on August 15— 
To Celebrate the Unprecedented Length 
of Victoria's Reign. 

Lo.sno.s, .Aug. ]. — The lirst sitting of 
the House of CommoiiH occurred to-day, 
which heralds the close of the session, 
and it is "expected that parliament will 
prorogue on Saturday, August 15. The 
amount of work which the First Lord of 
the Treasury, iNIr. A. J. Balfour, the 
goycrnuieiit leader in the house, jiro- 
poses to dispose of during the coming 
fortnight ia Ininieiise, and it is very 
doubtful whether the catalogue of bills can 
he pushed tlirongli. The Coininous, 
however, did useful work during the 
past week, hut there are some meiisuies 



op- 
position, \ measure dealing with auto- 
motor cars passed its commencing stage 
on Thursday and is expected to become 
law during the present session thus per- 
mitting automoiors to run on I'-iiglish 
highways at a speed not exceeding I-l 
miles an hour.

'The government has decided that the 
parliamentary coiiiiiiitteo which will in- 
quire into the ailiiiiiiistratioii of the Bri- 
tish South African Co. and circuiiistimccs 
attending the raid into the Transvaal is 
lo be composed of eight Unionists, four 
Liberals and an Irish Nationalist, and it 
is expected that the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Rt. Hon, .los. Cliainher- 
lain, will eventually consent to preside 
over the deliberations of the committee. 
The govornment after a vain resistance, 
has coiigented that Mr, Henry La- 
bouchero, the Liberal member for 
Northampton and proprietor of the 
'Truth shall sit on the committee.

Its tiiiiher re- 
sources are onormous, and agriculture 
will not he neglected. Taken altogether, 
the f .iture outlook of British Columbia 
ia very rosy. 'The surphis capital and 
population of the Eastern provinces will 
there find employment, and assist in 
building uj) the Dominion."
